the term of thirty years from the palling of the faid Aft : 

And whereas by an Aft of the Parliament of Ireland, paffed in the 3 
thirty-feventh year of His prefent Majefty’s reign, intituled, “ An Aft to ' 
“ explain and amend an Aft of the twenty-feventh of George the Third, , 
“ for improving and repairing the Road from Lublin to Kilcullen Budge, ( 
“ and the twenty-one Mile Stone,” Stage Coaches, Stage Landaus, Stage , 

1 Chariots or Chaifes, carrying Paffengers paying for their paffage relpec- j 
tively, are fobiefted to the payment of double the Tolls on the laid Roads c 
that any Coaches, Landaus, Chariots or Chaifes, were then r.elpeftiveiy 
fubjeft to by former Afts then in force : 

And whereas by an Aft paffed in the Parliament of Ireland in the , 
thirty-eighth year of the feign of His prefent Majefty, intituled, An Aet ^ 
“ to explain and reduce into one Aft the feveral Laws for making, im- , 
“ proving and repairing the Turnpike Road leading from the City of ] 
“ Dublin to Kilcullen Bridge, in the County of Kildare , and to the twenty- j 
“ one Mile Stone wellward of the laid Bridge, and for prolonging the ., 
“ duration of the Aft for repairing the Road from Naas to Limerick , apd j 
44 for the further improvement of the Road from Ki /worth Mountain to t .e , 
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" City of Cori;” the Tolls by the ibid Aft appointed and graiited to I 
raided snd collected on the fatd Road from Dublin to KilculSn Budge " 
vefted in certain Perfons, their Executors and Adminiftrators, for the term 
of fifty years for the pufpofe of repairing, improving, and keeping in regair 
the faid Road, fiibjeift neverthelefs to the leyeral Debts, Charges and Coi 
ditions therein mentioned, and amongft others, fubjecl to tire payment of 
a Debt of Four thoufand Five hundred.Pounds, bearing Intereft at the rate of ? 
iix per Centum, and fubjeft alfo to the payment of the Intereft of a further 3 
Debt of Nine thoufand Pounds affefting the faid Tolls, bearing Intereft at 
the rate of five per Centum ; and the Perfons in whom the faid Tolls are 
refpeflrvely velted for the purpofes aforefaid, are bound in certain Penalties 
for the due and faithful performance of the feveral matters and things 
by the laid leveral Afts required to be done, executed and performed - and 
by the laid recited Aft of the thirty-eighth year of His prefent Majefty’ the 
term of thirty years, mentioned in the faid firft recited Aft of the thirty- 
third year, is extended to the like term of fifty years : 

_ And whereas by the laid two recited Afts of the thirty-third and thirty- 
eighth years of His pretent Majefty, Stage Coaches and other Carriages 
carrying Paffengers for hire upon both the faid Roads are fiibjeaed°to 
an higher rate of Toll than other Carriages drawn by the fame number of 
Hones; and the number of Paflengers, both infide and outfide, are by the 
faid two Afts of the thirty-third and thirty-eighth years of His prefent 
Majefty, limited, and the Toll is cotlfiderably increafed, in cafe fuch Stao-e 
Coaches and other Carriages conveying Paffengers for hire ftrall carry , 
more infide or outfide Paflengers than fpecified in the laid Afts : J 4 

, -And whereas, upon the Faith of thefaid Afls of the thirty-feventh and thirty- 
eighth years of His prefent Majefty 's reign, and on the credit of the Tolls 
thereby vefted in the Perfons in the faid Ad mentioned, their Executors 
Adminiftratofs and Alfigns, large Sums have been advanced by fuch Per- 
lons m paying olf the laid Debt of Four thoufand Five hundred Pounds and 
the Intereft thereof, fo chargeable on the faid Roads from Dublin to Kil- 
cullen Bridge, and in paying and keeping down the Intereft on the faid 
lum of Nine thoufand Pounds alfo chargeable thereon, and which faid laft- 
mentioned film of Money ftill remains due and owing, and other lame 
Sums have alfo been advanced and expended in the improvement of the 
laid Roads, which, are brought to a high ftate of perfection ; and upon the 
faith of theHaid Aa of the thirty-third year of His prefent Majefty, and of 
the faid Acft of the thirty-eighth year of Flis prefect Majefty, large films of 
Money have been advanced and expended in the improvement of the faid 
Limerick Roads ; 

- And whereas by an AS made in the laft Seffion of Parliament,' intituled,

among other tilings enaQed, That fo much of the feveral Afts of the 
la.hament of Ireland, as relates to the Limitation of Paffengers to be 
conveyed by Stage Coaches, and other four-wheeled Carriages ; alfo fo 
much of the laid Afts as relates to the additional Tolls and Penalties which 
are thereby demandable and forfeited m cafe of a greater number being 
conveyed by Stage Coaches and other four-wheeled Carriages than is 
Ipecified by the aforefaid Afts, lhall be and the fame are Repealed ; and it 
is alfo by the faid recited Afl o-f the laft Seffion of Parliament further 

enacted, 
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senafted, That no Coach or other Carriage 'clefcribed in the Said Act, con- 
veying Perfons- for hire, Shall be charged or compelled to pay at any Toll 
or Turnpike Gate any greater Toll than is paid by other Coaches or 
Carriages drawn by an equal number of Horfes, anything. in any Aft to 
•the contrary in any wife notwithstanding ; by which Provifions. in the faid 

£ laft recited Aft mentioned, if the fame were applied to the Roads in the 
faid Afts of the thirty-third, thirty-feventh and thirty-eighth years men- 
tioned, the Toll payable by Stage Coaches and other Carriages carrying 
Faflengers for hire on the faid Roads would be fo reduced, that the Fund 
applicable to the purpofes of the faid recited Afts of the thirty-third and 
thirty-eighth years aforefaid would be considerably diminished, and the 
Roads in the Said Aft mentioned would be thereby materially injured, con- 
trary to ; the true intent and meaning of the faid Afts ; 

15e it therefore Declarers ants dBnattets by the king’s Mofl Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and ConSent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament afiembled, and. 
by the Authority of the fame, That the hereinbefore recited Claufes and 
Provisions in the faid recited Aft of the laft Seflion of Parliament, or any 
Claufes or Provisions whatloever in the faicl recited Aft contained, whereby 
the limitation of PaSTengers to be conveyed by Stage Coaches, or the addi- 
tional Tolls or Penalties relating to Carriages conveying Perfons for hire 

7 are repealed, Shall not extend nor be confirued to extend to the faid Turn- 
pike Roads leading from the City of Dublin to Kilcullen Bridge, and from 
Naas to Limerick , or either of them, nor to repeal or alter any of the Pro- 
visions, ClauSes or Regulations, contained in the faid recited Afts of the 
thirty-third, thirty-feventh, and thirty-eighth years of the reign of His 
prefent Majefty, or either of them, with regard to Stage Coaches or 
other Carriages carrying Palfengers for hire on the faid Roads or either of 
them. 

And be it further Enafted, That from and after the palling of this Aft, 
it Shall and may be lawful to and for all and every -Perlon and Perfons in 
whom the Tolls are veiled under the faid recited Aft of the thirty-third 
year of His prefent Majefty’s reign, their and each and every of their Exe- 
cutors, Administrators and ASTigns, to have, demand, receive and take 
upon the faid Road leading from Naas to Maryborough and Ballyroan , and 
from Maryborough to Limerick , and from Nenagh to O'Brien's Bridge, within 
the limits for that purpofe fpecified by the faid Aft of the thirty-third year 
of His prefent Majefty, and during the continuance of the faid Aft of the 
thirty-eighth year of His prefent Majefty, by fuch Perfon or Perfons as 

8 they Shall authorize thereto, fuch Tolls and Penalties, and in fuch cafes 
refpeftively as by the faid laft recited Afts they are authorized and em- 
powered to have, demand, receive and take, any thing in the faid Aft of 
the laft Seflion of Parliament to the contrary thereof in any wife notwith- 
standing ; and that from and after the paffing of this Aft, it Shall and may 
be lawful to and for all and every Perfon and Perfons in whom the 1 oils 
are veiled under the faid recited Aft of the thirty-eighth year of His 
prefent Majefty’s reign, and for their and each and every of their Execu- 
tors, Administrators and Afiigns, to have, demand, receive and take upon 
the faid Road leading from Dublin to Kilcullen Bridge, and to the twenty- 
one Mile Stone weftward of the faid Bridge, within the limits for that pur- 
pofe fpecified by the faid Aft of the thirty-eighth year of His prefent 
Majefty, and during the continuance thereof, by Such Perfon or Perfons 
as they Shall authorize thereto, Such Tolls and Penalties, and in fuch cales 
refpeftively, as by the faid Afts of the thirty-feventh and thirty-eighth years

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they are authorized and empowered to have, demand, levy, receive and 
take; any thing in the laid recited Adt of the lait Seflion.of Parliament to 
the contrary thereof in anywife notwithstanding. * 

And be it further Enadted, That from and after the gaffing of this Adt 
.fuch and the like Tolls and Penalties as under the faid hereinbefore recited 
Adts of the Parliament of Ireland of the thirty-third, thirty-feventh, and 
thirty-eighth years of His prefent Majelty, or either of them, could or 
might be demanded, raifed, levied and taken, .before the palling of the faid 
recited Adt of the lad: Sellion of Parliament, upon the Roads in the faid 
Adis mentioned, lhall and may be hereafter from time to time demanded, 
raifed, levied and taken, in fuch manner .and under fuch Rules and Regula- 
tions, in all relpedts, as by the faid recited Adis, or any of them, are fpe- 
cially enadted and provided ; any thing in the laid recited Adt of the laE 
.Seffion of Parliament to the contrary notwithstanding. 
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
